_ Defendant Brought to 
Hongkong. 


THIS M RNING'S 
~” PROCEEDINGS. 


‘Ellis Ackroyd Beaumont, of the 
North China Produce and Import 
Company, 39a Canton’. Hoad, 
Shangha:, who appeared at H.M. 
Potice Court, Sbanghsi,.on the 
dtb instant, om a warrant issued 
by the Hongkong authorities 
cbarginog him with leaving the 
Colony, on September 2, 1920, 15 
days before the presentation of a 
patition in bankruptcy against 
bim (contrary to Section 82 (4) 
of Ordinance 7 cf 1891), was 
brought back to the Colony this 
morning in the custody of 
Sergeant Fender, the application 
for.the return, which was made 
under the Fogitive ( ffenders” 
Act, having beep granted by the 
shanghai Maxistrate. 

Beaumont in the course of the 
morning was brought before Mr. 
J.R. Wood, the senior Magistrate, 
the wording of the charge being 
that within three months sext 
before the presentation of the 
bankruptcy petition against bim, 
he left this Colony with intent to 
defeat the proceedings against 
bim in bankruptcy, contrary to 
the Ordinance above quoted 

The charge was brought by the 
Official Receiver, Mr. G. N. Orme, 
who, in the course of his remarka, 
said that other charges of « 
serious character might be pre- 
ferred. 

The Magistrate, after reading 
out the obarge for the benefit «f 
the defendant, sald thatthe Gc 
had no power to convict in such a 
case, and albit could do was to 
take the evideoce in connection 
with it, and commit the defendant 
for trial at the Criminal! Sessions. 

In reply, Mfr. Orove said that he 
was ready to offer formal evidence 
in respect of this charge, and 
would do so at any time his Wor- 
ship thought fit. There might be 
forther charges against the da- 
fendant, »nd, in respect of these, 
he would like ® week's remand to 
go into details. - - : 

In reply to another question, 
Mr. Orme said that the defendant 
was retatned here under the 
Fuzitive Offenders’ Act, it being 
also alleged that Beaumont took 
with bim to Shanghai monies 
which shou! bave beer available 
here for public purposes. This 
axpect of the case woulu con- 
stitute part of the evidence in 
the present charge. 4s far as 
the evidence in connection with 
ths charge was concerned, Mr. 
Orme sait bhe.was ready to pro- 
ceed with if at™any momeat, 
as all that was really mec- 
essary was the production to the 
Court of the petition and receiv. 
ing order. The defendant bad 
been carrying on’ business ip 
Sbanghai for some time, and:a 
reference to this fact would, of 
course, be relevant to the charge 
against him. Under this count 
be would be liable to a term of 
twelve months’ imprisonment, 
sod uoder other charges to two 
years. The liabilities incurred 
by ‘defendant samounted = to 
$200,000 and his assets (three or 
four thousand dollars) were al- 
most negligible, after all expenses 
had been paid. 

The Magistrate (to defendant): 
—What do you esk me todo? 

Beaumont said that he had 
never intended to remove himself 
frorg the legal’ jurisdiction of the 
Colony. It had been bis in- 
tention to return to the Colony to 
clear his name ‘in June or Joly, 
rregardiess of whether Mr. Orme 
proseouted or not. -He. would 
ask his'Worshiptogrant a weok’s 
remand for the purpose of going 
into the accoun?s, of which he 
now had only a vague idea, hav-

GENOA CONFERENCE. 


Genoa, April 11. 

Reuter's correspondent has been informed that the British 
delegation is most pleased with the” progress hitherto achieved, 
especially ‘wiew of the general acceptance of the 
principle of the Cannes resolutions. Saccessfal results from th2 
Conference are anticipated. The Allied diplomats admit that Mr. 
Lloyd George rose not a moment too soon to dissipate the menace 
resolting fvem the French protest against M. Chicherin’s excar- 
sion oztside the Cannes’ agenda. His appeals were al] the more 

ive Hacanse he refused to take M. Chicherin and the deadlock 
too seriously and his remarka restored good humecur. 

The first sitting was roarked by an encounter between uM. 
Barthou and M. Chicherin. 

After Dr. Wirth had declared that Germany was prepared t te 
collabosate, M. Chicnerin declared that Russia would accep: the 
Cannes resolutions. He csserted tha: the Russians wished ‘a 
negotiate on the basis of reciprocity and equality. He favoured 
_ disarmament, bat demanded roarantees Against external attacks. 

M. Barthou, who had previously spiken, protested that 
Chicherin had referred te questions which Cannes had side-tracked. 
such a3 the so-called universal conference and prolongation cf 
the mandate of the present’ Conference. He tock exception [> 
M. Chicherix’s references to disarmament as irreievant. 

M. Chickerin replied that 31. Briand, at Washington. said that 
France was unable to disarm on account of Russia/ 
offering to remove that objection. 

Mr. Livyd George poured off on the troubled waters 
appealed to SM. Chickerin not to. wreck the Conference.

WU PEI-FU'S BOMAL 

It will be remembered that with- 
ins few days of Liang Shib-yi's 
appointment to the premiership 
Wo Pei-fo circalarized a charge 
against him which brought the 
activities of Chang Tso-lin's 
newly-formed Government, in 
Peking to an abrupt stop and 
prompted Liang to retire to Tien- 
tsinon “sick leave.” Wu Pei- 
fu asserted that Liang had wired

An anti-opium congress is s000 
to be held at Geneva, and Mr, 
Chao Hsin-chu, the Chinese 
Charge d’Afaires in London, 
who is to represent the republic 
on that occasion, has been 
making cus a good case for bis 
country, The other day he spoke 
in ,the British capital of the 
genuine effor: made by the Chin- 
pese Goveroment.to rid its peaple 
uf the practice. averring that 
Lone Peking authorities “entirely 

sympathized with the anti-opium 
movement, and that, although 
opium is still grown in China, the 
avil is very small compared with 
the. importation of morphis.” 
This would give the average 
reader at Homo the impression 
that opium-growing only goes on 
in China in a casas! kind of way. 
This, of course, is es travesty of 
the position. Reports from many 
quarters epaak of the contioued, 
and in a number of places the 
increased, growth of the poppy. 
The “model province” of Shansi 
appesrs to ba one of the few 
bright spots in the picture, aud 
even there it js probable that the 
suppression of opium is large only 
in Telation to its ‘prevalence in 
the majority of the provinces. A 
yeturned missionary, the Rev. 
J. 5. Helps, has just pointed out 
inthe Manchester Guordian that, 
az ia well known ont here, the 
Tucbuns not merely encourage 
but compel the growth of opium. 
Commissioners have.-heen sent 
around to the pravioces, but, 
where they are not themselves 
acting ic collusion,” they ere 
ignored. The importation of 
morphine has increased to 6 
lamentable degree, but ‘the figures 
we have sean do not support’ 
Ghao's assertion. The p.ain fact

PLAGUE IN HONGKONG.

Over Forty Cases Last 
Week, 


During the past week there 
were no fewer than 42 cas2s of 
plague notified, of which 18 
terminated fatally. All save 
seven were from the city 
of Victoria. Yesterday. a further 
nine cases (five fatal) were ré- 
ported, eight of these being from 
the city. All the sufferers were 
Chinese. 

Last week's smali-pox cases 
totalled twelve, of which ten were 
fatal, whilst threa more cases 
(two fatal) were notified 
yesterday. 

There were very few other 
cases of communicable disease 


reported during the past week.| 


There were. two “ occurrences 
of enteric fever (one 
fatal), one non-fatal case each of 
relapsing fever and cerebro-spinal 
fever and three deaths from in- 
fluenze. The sufferer froin 
relapsing fever was an ledian, all 
the others being Chinese.

THE GLOUCESTER MARRIAGE. 

The first occasion on which the 
telgning King gave his own 
daughter to a subject was in 1290, 
when King Edward I. married 
the. Lady Joan, who had been 
born at Acre, in Palestine, while 
her parents were on Crusade, to 
Gilbert of Clare Earl of Glou- 


“,cester and Hertford. The Prin- 


cess was 19 and had bzen 
betrothed tn the Kinz of Romans, 
son of the Emperor Rudolf of 
Hapsourg. The Austrian had, 
however, died, and King Edward: 
by means of this new marriage, 
hoped to secure the loyalty and 
support of the formidable Glou- 
cester, who had been in arms 
against him and had but recently 
divorced the King’s niece Alaisde 
Lusignan and at times refused to 
pay taxes. The wedding, although 
successful did not entirely tame 
the great noblemen, and we learn 
that in the following year the 
King fourd it necessary to fine 
his son-in-law very heavily (abou: 
£159,000 of our money) for having 
conducted & private war with 
his neichtour the Earl of Here- 
ford, devastating Breconshire in 
the procesa. 

When the Countess of Glou- 
cester became a widow at the age 
of 23 she secretly married Ralpb 
do Monthermer, a handsome 
squire who had been in her hus- 
band’s service,. The King was 
iurious as soon as he knew of this 
and imprisoned his new son-in- 
law, but, after a little, yielded to 
his daughters persuasion and not 
only released the young man but 
summoned him to Parliament 
in his wife’s Earldom, made him 
a Privy Councillor, and invested 
bim with a variety of lucrative 
appointments. . 


‘So useful had the Gloucester 
marriage been to the King's 
policy of getting control of tbe 
great fiefs that in 1302 he gave 
his daughter, the Lady Elisabeth 
of Rhuddlan, the 20-year old 
widow of the Count of Holland, 
whom she had married when 13, 
to Humiphrey de Bohuo, Earl of 
Hereford ‘and Essex and Lord 
High Constable of England. As 
in the case of Gloucester, all his 
honours and estates- were sur-

The next Royal marriage had 
many elements of ramance. When 
King Jobn I. of France, taken 
prisoner by the Black Prince at 
Poitiers in 1355. returned to 
France in 1352 he seat hostages 
for the dus falflment of the 
conditions af relonse. Ooeof thesa 
was Enguerraad, Sirs da Coucy, 
whose mother was a Hapsbuarg. 
Sing Edwarddeveloped a stroag 
liking for the French hostaze and 
did his best to persuade him to ba 
come one ofhis owa subjects. He 
gave hira his daughter, the Lady 
Isabella of Woodstock, to wife 
in 1355, invested bim with the 
Garter in 1356, ant made bim 
Earl of Bedford later in the year. 
Tho Sire de Coucy politely ac- 
quiesced in the wishes of his 
father-in-law, but when Richard 
IL. became King ha renotoced his 
English honoars and [eft his wife 
zotone daughter, who was to be- 
come Countess of Oxford and 
Duchess of Ireland, in England, 
while he returned to his native 
country. There he rose to ba a 
Marshal of France, embarked on 
a crusade against the Turke, wag 
taxen prisoner a: the battle of 
Nicopolis, and died in Brasa, then 
the Ottoman capital, in 1327. 


Thereafter, until the reign of 
Queen Victoria, no Sovereign's 
daughter was married toa subject 
during the rein, but it fell to the 
earefol King Henry VIE to 
marry off his three sisters-in-law, 
daushters of King Etward IV., to 
discreet. and unambitious men 
who would not be likely to aspire 
ton Crown Matrimonial in Tight 
of their wives. Thus the Lady 
Anne Plantegenet-was married 
in 1495 to Thomas Lord Howard, 
afterwards famous-as the. victor 
of Fledden, as Earl of Surry, as 
Lord High Admiral, Lord High 
Treasurer, Lard High Steward, 
Earl Marshal, and ss the Duke of 
Norfolk who go narrowly escaped 
decapitation in the Tower owing 
to the unexpected accession of 
King Edward VI. . 


The Lady Cecily Plantagenet 
was giveu to the Lord Viscount 
Welles, K.G., one of those who 
had supported the Earl of Rich. 
mond in arms aad had helped him 
to become King Henry VII, on 
Bosworth Field. Sir Willfam 
Courtenay, son of the Ear] of 
Devon, was selected 28 the hus- 
band of ‘the Lady Katherine 
Piantagenet in 1495, but soon fel! 
out of favour, as his suspicious 
brother-in-law imagined that he 
wes plottiog treason. The un- 
fortadate young man .was “im- 
prisoned in the Tower and
